A HBMARKABLE FEBFOfiMANCE. ; 

An JKztr&ordlnary Watch-Night Serrlce Held 
InXngliLnd. .. 

A correspondent of the London A^'bu-j 
writes: Uiidoubtodlj' one of the uioBt ei- 
Iraordiiiaiy watch-night sorvicos known in 
tlio history of tho church waa that hold on 
Now Year's eve, in connection with the 
Church of tho Aaconsion, Larundor Hill, 
ftfemben of the congregation only were 
invited, and admission waa by ticket.

Some instrumental music followed, after 
which the vicar quoted passages from Uo- 
nesis, descriptive of the birth of Jahniael, 
tho promise to Abraham of a aon and the 
birth of laaac. To thia scene the muaic 
consisted of two vorsca of the ono hund- 
redth hymn. The third tableaux showed 
the reward of Abraham's obedience. In 
front of an altar composed of rough stone 
ebood Abraham, liolding Isaac by the 
ahoulder, aa if in the act of slaying him. 
In the rea7 stood an angel irith the com- 
mand, "Touch not the lad." In- tho 
fourth acene Isaiah stood before King 
Ahaz "by the end of tho conduit of tho 
upjier ]>ool." It also delineated the re- 
fuaal of the King to ask a aign, and pic- 
tured tiiQ prophecy, "Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive and boar a son, and shall 
call his name Iinmanuel." The scene, as 
told in Scripttn-o, waa carefully repre- 
sented. 

In the fifth tableau there was pre- 
sented the visitin of Daniel, and the nngcl 
(iabriel's appearance to hiin. In the aixth 
tableau there wiw shown the appearance 
in the temi)lo of the angel Gabriel inti- 
mating to Zacharia.i, the prieat of the 
"(Jrderod Abia," the birth uf liis son, 
John tho Baptist. The seventh scuno re- 
presented kneeling fo the angel Gabriel, 
the Virgin Mary, with the annunciation 
of the birth of the promised Sarior. In 
the next acene waa shown the riaitation 
of the Virgin to her cousin Elizabeth, 
previou.'i to tho birth of John the Bap- 
tist. The last tableau eiliii)ited the "Na- 
tivity," and the "Adoration of tho Magi. " 
The babe lay in a rough manger, behind 
wli ich sat the Virgin Mother admiring tho 
child. Another seloction of muaic brought 
this moat remarkable performance to a 
conclusion. The stage lltlings were 
elaborate, and the costiinie.M of the .sctors 
and actresses were reiilly gorgeous. The 
cost must have been very great. 

A FEARFUL DEATH.

THE CONVALESCENT HOME. ; 

To THE Editor. — In passing the Con- 
valesent Homo which I do daily, I have 
remarked the old pioneers of that institu- 
tion who after spending tho prime of their 
life in the inounttkins of British Columbia, 
aaaisting in developing its roeourcea, un- 
fortunately ^hadtoifall back on tho Home 
that waa establiahod by the provincial 
government for that class of our popula- 
tion and no othera. Thoy number about 
ten all told. -Thoir ages vary from sixty 
to eighty, all of whom are cither blind, 
lame or crippled. Now, to see these 
unfortunate men auffering to get from the 
Home to the Royal;(HoBpiji^^to getth'eir 
lueals — for they must eat — it was 'the 
moat pitiful sight 1 over looked at. .Just 
fancy these poor men to be compelled to 
go t« tho Royal Hospital for their little 
bit of victuals : to go there in all kinds of 
weather thia severe winter, tho atone 
blind groping their way through the bitter 
^.nowstorm, 9ie bme and orippled-in t;he 
same fix. It is a disgrace to humanity 
and alioiild jit once be remedied. I am 
iiiforiued by one of these unfortunatoa 
that in going and ctuiiing from their meals 
they frequently fall down aiul injure ■ 
themaolvea ; .-ilso thtit the two blind ni^n 
jire now unilor medical treatment, ohe 
being operated on by Dr; Helmck- 
on, and they also have to face the atorln. 
The home, commonly called Convales- 
cent Home, was intended for the old 
pioneers of the country. It was never 
calculated to bo attached to the Koyal 
Iloajiitjil in any shape whatever. In 
vLsiting an old friend 1 see there ia a 
kitchen, a range, etc., everything in- 
tended that tliese men should live by 
themselves, and their victuals cooked 
where they live; all that is needed is a 
cook, and not an expensive one at that. 
The Royal^ Hospital- haa, I believe, two 
cooka — first and aebohd — and other help 
besides; that the second cook would bo 
lUl these poor jnen at the home would 
require, no extra expenditure than what 
at preaent exiata; in fact, they inform ni*i, 
thiit if they only could get a ahin-bone 
a day, a potato, a little '■porridge, bread 
and coffee, plain diet, they would be more 
happy and contented. To keep them any 
longer situated as they are 1 really be- 
lieve to bo cruelty. Therefore, as an old 
pioneer and aubscriber to these institu- 
tions, 1 hope and truat aome steps will be 
taken immediately to fumiah the Conval- 
escent Hume with a cook, and not have 
these old men unnecessarily exi>08e them- 
selves. The government gr.int in the es- 
timates this year for tho Royal Hospital 
should have nothhig to do with tho Home 
appropriation; let there be a separate 
sum for that institution, independent of 
the R/jyal Hoapital. Let there be no con- 
nection, let the Home have a reasonable 
grant, the pioneers will do the balance, if 
any balance is reiiuired. Meantune,'ye; 
lievo their prijfient ditiiculty, give then} 
their own cotjk. Let us not forget the 
old tifty-eightera. Pionkbr. •

Uessrs, VolV, Kobortson and Humphries Ad'drcM 
the Free and Independent Electors 
of Victoria. 

The meeting called by Messrs. Fell, 
Robertson and IJumphriea in Tho Victoria 
last evening was largely attended. Good 
speeches were made by the candidates and 
the best of order iirovailed. Tho meeting 
o[)ened at 7:o0 with the. appointment of 
John lioyd, Esip, to tho chair. 

M.ayor Fell, on coming forward was 
enthusiastically cheered by the audioiico. 
Ho was Batislied there was u good futuro 
before us and tli.at our shipping industry 
was in its infancy, and would double itself 
dunng the next few years. Did we not 
see how the eastern provinoes^ ')(^6jir 
large (iiq)ropr:!',tions to improve their har- 
b(n-8 ;uid rivers. And how was it done V 
The men they sent there fought for these 
things. They were not like the wooden 
men that we had representing U8.(Cheers.) 
He claimed that his oidy motive in desir- 
ing to go to Ottawa was to fight for Vic- 
toria and \'.inc(uiver isLmd. He would 
not go looking for ajipointmont to some 
idlice not even to the [Kjsition of governor. 
(.•Vl)plaus(^. ) He was .a supporter though 
not a slavish one of Sir John Macdouald's 
government and ho believed ho could be 
better t.iusted with the power to give th.-it 
supjKirt than men who could be 
bought.

lofie. islands. Capt. Chittenden and olheiis

elabor.it ely concerning Indian curio's on 
I hese islands, but t hey had done nothing 
more. The coal of the mine which he, 
had diseovered w.as siiiierior to any in the 
province and if ho were sent to Ottawa 
ho would endeavor to interest 'eapiUil 
in this enterprise. Like Mr. Shakespeare, 
ho would en(lea\-or lo secure the oxten- 
sion of lli<^ Island railway to the noi't.hern 
end of the Islaiid. But li(^ would go 
further, lie would advoc.alo the construc- 
tion of a railway from Bentic Inlet into 
(.'.iriboo, which woidd capture tho triulu 
of that iilaco and bring it right down to 
Victoria (dheers.) He wanted thesu 
railways built, but he would oppose tho 
monopolizal ion of the lauds along their 
route. lie iefciri,d to the grant of 
iJOOjOOO made to the Indian dejiartinont 
of tho province, tho greater j)urt of which 
was oaten up in salaries, whde very little 



found its way to the Indiana. There was 
another matter which ha<^. not been 
touched upon by previous speakers. It 
was the niagnilicont Indian reserTe across 
tho harbor. He bolioved it should be 
divided up and sold to the workingmen, er 
whoever liked to buy it. The money should 
go to those from whom tho land had been 
taken in the first i)laco. Buildings should 
bo erected whore tho Indiana could stop 
when they came to trade in this city. His 
attention would bo given to a model farm 
for tlio sake of our young men. Tho ex- 
ports from th(3. United States to China 
last year were $ti,39(>|(X}0,and the imports 
from China wore $L(J|292,0OO. The ox- 
ports to Great BriUin were 8396,000,000. 
In \dew of those facts he would ask was it 
worth our while considering tho China 
trade, in considering the rostriction of 
Chine»o from coming into tho country ?

Ho 
said British Coluiiibin was a mineral 
country or iiotliiiig. The goyornments of 
any of the gold producing countries had 
111 lb done' what they should to encourage tho 
miner. In Australia, however, large sums 
were olferod annually for tho devolop- 
mout of the'iiiincH but the govenunent of 
the Doinhiioii and British Columbia had 
practically never spent & cent for this 
purpose. Tliia was one of the most 
serious charges which could be brought 
against Baker and Shakespeare. Victoria, 
tliough contributing the largest sum of 
any city of its size to the Dointniou trea- 
sury, had received the smallest ajipropria- 
tion. The excessive railway rates would 
receive hia most earueat attention if 
elected. He claimed that bhe'stal^smen 
of the United Stjitus would never consent 
to any arrangement for reoiprooity with 
( 'iuiada unless it is manifestly in their own 
favor iiiul manifestly against the latter. 
( liio of the ell'orts of this province should 
be to endeavor to secure tho adniisaion of 
our coal to the United States frooof duty. 
It M'liiild of course make millionaires of 
I lur coal mine owners, but it would bring 
eorrespouding benefits to the country. He 
believed this could be secured if projierly 
taken in hand. He would endeavor to 
secure a letter delivery, indeed he did not 
know why it h;ul not been secured before. 
The iinproveiiieiit of tho harbor was also 
an iiiiiioi't.aiit iiialter. A largo amount of 
the most valuable land at the mouth of 
the Fraser was waiting to bo reclaimed, 
where II largo uuiuber of settlers could bo 
placed instead of being sent to Alberni or 
some other jdace out of sight. We want- 
ud a trunk road through this island wheth- 
er it was a railroad' or not. .JSe then pro- 
ceeded to tell his reasons for being a sup- 
[lorter of Sir .lohn Macdoimld and pointed 
out that Mr. Blake was prepared to severe 
the province from confederation ratlier 
than build the C. P. K. and fulhll 
the teriiiH of union. llo would ask 
what would Canada have been to-day 
without^iicceBB to the Pacific coast? The 
speaker hero referred to the "terms of 
union league," formed when ,1. D. Edgar 
caine to the province, anil .stated that Dr 
Ileliueken, !is luesidont of the union, 
hud resigned because the other meiubers 
would have n<jthing but the oomjilete 
tenns, and not, as Dr. Hehiickon advised, 
merely the building of the island railway 
and other alight considerations. He firmly 
lielieved but forthelirm stand taken at 
that I iiiie and the courage of Sir .loliii 
Maciloiiahl the gr ■at national work wdiicli 
had now a.s.siiiiied iin imperial color would 
licir have' been completed.
